THE NEWS FROM THE EAST. 

Tie war new* by ihe Siorra Nevada is 
comparatirely devoid oi interest, no mov- 
•■•nil ol much importance having taken 
place eince our last dales. Public atlenlion 
U once more diverted from the scene of 
operations in Virginia to that at Chattnnhoya 
where. Orant and Brapfr, following ihe ex 
•.tuple of Meade and Lee, appear to b. 
mancouTering for the ndvuDlage. Uoolccr, bv 
» brilliant attack obtained possession <f 
Lookout Mountain, thus securing the fed- 
eral communications with Chattanoacu, 
whereupon Bragg has moved a large force 
upon Clevelund with the apparent intention 
•f forming a juuclion with some ol Lee's 
corps by way of Lynchburg and turtiipp. 
Grant's left flank, thus forcing him to nb 
andon hi* position and sncrifico Chattanooga 
According to federal accuunts, the Teunes- 
•eeans in Bragg's army are. in a state 
of mutiny, while rumors of n funnid 
able negro rising in Georgia are also 
current. All is quiet in Virginia ; 
Lee's array has taken up part of its old 
ground on Fredericksburg heights and his 
advanced posts aro fortifying tho liuc ol 
ihe RappahannocK, while Meade evince.- 
an intention to go into winter rjuarters, 
although it is said that he lias positive 
orders, both from Hnlleck and Lincoln, It) 
bring on an engagement at nil hazards. 

Active operations had been resumed at 
Charltston, shells filled with Greek fire hav- 
ing been thrown into the city from tht- 
federal batteries. A furious bumburdniem 
of Sumter, the ruins of which are still ten. 
acioosly held by the Confederates, had token 
place, but without any apparent effect. 

The Stale elections ware progressing 
favorably lor the UuioD parly, large rnujoiitie- 
having been obtained In New York, Massa- 
chusetts, Illinois,' Wisconsin, and Kansas 
The Presidential election was beginning ul 
ready to atiruct attention, a strong Feeling 
being evinced in favor of the return ul 
Liucoln. Maryland appears to have decided 
in favor of emancipation. Much excitement 
had been caused by the discovery lhni the 
goods fuund in the prize vessels lately brought 
into port wcra chiefly manuluctured ami 
•hipped from New Vork for tho expres.- 
purpuae of running tho blockade. 

ENGLISH SUMMARY. 

Again we have the constantly recurring 
complaint to make of a failure in the stippl\ 
of English papers. This is now a matter ul 
luoh frequent occurrence that we can onh 
presumo that the inhabitants uf Vic- 
toria arc getting used to it. and regard ii 
as a matter of small moment whether om 

communication is regulrr with England 01 
„ . . ... 
the contrary. One thing is certain, that ii 

rests with the inhabitants of the Colon 
themselves to have the evil remediod, mid ii 
the present wretched system of postage con 
tinues Victoria has herself to thank for 'it. 

We have received from our private corres- 
pondents intelligence to the 30th of Septem- 
ber, but the news up to that date is spasmo 
lie only. 

Although London was still dull and trap y 
at the date of the departure of the mail 
other places were full and busy. Autumnal 
enjoyments were at their heigh' ; whilst some 
■were pursuing the e reuse and deer, in the 
hills of Scotland, other mure adventurous 
spirits were climbing the Alps anil Appe- 
ninei ; learned men arid savants of every 
description were gathering at public meet- 
ngs of a scieutilic and suciul character, 
Statesmen were yachting or addressing their 
constituents or the public generally at agri- 
cultural meetings and other public gather- 
ings, and the fashionable world were showing 
themselves at Bazaars and Fancy Fairs. 

Her Majesty wus srill in Scotland, as were 
also tho Prince and Princess of Wales. H 
R. H. has baen very successful on ihe moors, 
he is proving a thorough Bporlsmun, und in 
this, as in many other respects, is an 
improvement upon all his prede, essors as 
Princes of Wales. 

The Lord Chancellor was slill enjoying his 
vacation — yachting. 

The coniiuental news is not very import- 
K t : General Lelowel, one of the nioji 
successlul leaders of Ihe Polish insurgents 
has been killed. He was an excellent par- 
t'nan loader, attacking the Kossisnd on an 
average once a week, and generally beating 
them. 

The English, Austrian, and French 
rejoinders to Prince Gorshakolf have been 
published. Tr.ey all provo thai the Prince is 
wrong in his fucts aul mi-tuken in his 
conclusions, and the three powers unite in 
throwing upon Rnssia iheserioun porisequon 
oes which may follow her presunt (.'ourne of 
action. 

lleports have been widely circulated or, 
the Couiinent that the- Germans hav,> fairly 
determined to ccerco Denmark by sending 
an army to Schleswig The Emperor ol 
Au-trin is said lo liuve informed ihr Danish 
representative ut Frankfurt, that Denmark 
muotgive in.

The times extracts the Inllowjng from I he

thiuking ihut nobody in Euiope sjstemati 
cally defirea war, bu' neither would anybody 
be alrsiii ol u war in which the great Puwers, 
uniting their loreea and their llaus, confiding 
one in the older, and Unsuspected of secret 
ambitions, should march Iniiether in the 
interest uf the equilibrium t*tT Europe, and in 
that of right and hiimunily against Ku-sin, 
isolated and enfeebled. Eh/Taiid and ^.u-lria 
have a still greater imlerest than Prance to 
curtail the empire of ho Czars. Public 
opinion begins to gel excited u those two 
countries by the almost defiant tono of the 
ltiiisian despniches. U is to be desired that 
Russia moy not tlmw herself too confident in 
presence ol thuse eventualities." 

The trantt goes on to express an opinion 
that it is probable that events may draw 
Eu land anil France into an intimate accord. 
Russia has broken the tieaiies of 181. r i in 
their stipulations relative to Poland, and a 
new aituatisn is created by lhat fact in Eu- 
rope. Frui.ce has no desire for ? ogurajldUe* 
meut, say* L'i Palrie, but she will not yield 
to the arrogance of her adversaries. Ihe 
Ilourse was inanimate with a slight downward 
tendency in consequence ol the position 
auumed by the Russian government.

FRENCH TROUBLES IN MEXrOO 



Tho steamship Sierra Nevada, Capt. Con- 
nor, arrived yesterdny morning from San 
Francisco, bringing tho following intelli- 
gence : 

Mews of October 29th. 
Nasiiviluk, Oct. 28. — We have Chatanoo- 
ga advices tu the 24th. The rebels' actions 
seem to indicate that Dragg is moving a large 
force upon Cleveland, Teun., with the evi- 
dont purpose of breaking through our lines 
in that direction. It is generally believed 
here that this movement is co-operated in 
by Lee's forco- from Virginia tnoviug down 
by way of Lynchburg and Hristol, with the 
intention of driving Burnside out ol East 
Tunnessee, and turning the flank of our ar- 
my, thus eorapelling its retirement from Chat- 
tanooga. 

N«W York, Oct. 29. — A Chatanootja let 
ter to the Herald euys : Deserters continue 
to come into our line: notwithstanding the 
measures taken by Bragg tj provont tiiern. 
Nine men and ono commissioned officer 
crtma in yoalorday. The officer, who is in 
telligent and apparently honest, told n talc 
which is cheering and inspiring to all good 
Union muu, and which corroborates previous 
infernitttion. Ho says a full brigade of Ten- 
nesseeaus, with their General at their head, 
attempted to come through to our lines in 
a body one day last week, and that ono di- 
vision of stanneh rebels was called oat to 
prevent them. A fight of ths most sangui- 
nary character ensued, in which artillery 
and musketry were used for three or four 
hours, resulting in thu overpowering of the 
discontented Tennesseeana, after some 800 
had been slaughtered on both sides. The 
sound of cannon was distinctly heaid in our 
camps at the time, but nobody could explain 
the phenomenon of a brisk fire ao close to 
the cnemy'H rear. The ofiicor said the mat- 
ter was hushed up, and has since bean kept 
so quiet that tho extreme of Bragg'a army 
knew nothing definite about it. Hragg's 
distrust of his Tennessee and Georgia 
troops is, perhaps, an explanation of hie 
delay in attacking us. 

Advices from Chattanooga announce that 
Gen. Grant is petsonally directing tho move- 
ments, and that operations look very fnvoru- 
ble for Federal succeesee. The conjectures 
ate that the enemy will retreat from their 
present position, to avoid a trap, as Grant, 
Burnside, Thomas, and Shermrn, are co- 
operating with each other. 

The Herald has tho following in its cily 
aeiva : Mershul Murray yeBterday made 
some important arrests of parties and docu- 
ments. Throe of the persons are well 
known business men ol this city, The doc- 
uments, it is said, throw light upon certain 
operations relative lo Vallnridiugham and 
the rebels. They may be given to tho press 
at some futuro time, but at present are 
withheld. 

Stevikson, Ala., October 28. — Yesterday 
Gen. Hogan, with 2000 raaa of Gen. Palm- 
er's division, attacked the enomy on Lookout 
Mountain, and alter a flhort contest drove 
them from their position. It seems probable 
that communication between Bridgeport and 
Oh Rltaiooga will be opened along the Ten- 
nessee river. 

A refugee who came wiihia our lines re- 
ports that Hood's division of Long.street's 
corps has returned from Bragg's army to 
Lee. 

Senor Romeo was to-day received by the 
President as the Very Kxtraordinary Minie- 
tet Plenipotentiary from Juarez of the Lib- 
eral Government of Mexico. 

News of October 30th, 
Wasuinoton, October 30. — Lookout 
Monutain was token on the 28th by our 
trones under Gen. Hooker, with the Eleventh 
Corps ond a portion of the Tweilth, and Pal- 
mer's division of the Fourth Corps. No seri- 
ous opiosition was mads. The Tennessee 
river is now open to Chattanooga, and tho 
Army of the Cumberland is relieved from any 
danger threatened by interrupted communi- 
cation. 

Nashville, October 30.— Gen Thomns tel- 
grnphed the War Department yesterday as 
follows: Gen. Hooker was attacked at mid- 
night and a severo fight ensued, which con- 
tinued for two hours, with lighter work until 
4 tli if morning. Gen. Hookei reports at half- 
past 7 that tho conduct of our troops was 
splendid, repulsing every attack made on 
thorn, and they drove the enemy from every 
position they assailed. 

The Star learns that a brilliant movement, 
planned and exeoated under the direction ol 
G^n. Smith, Chief Engineer ol tho depart- 
ment, resulted in the opening of two wagon 
roads and giving us the uso of the river fur 
supplies, thus relieving Gen. Thomas of any 
oiubarrasmeat. Gen. Smith's operations at 
mouth of Lookout Valley are spoken of as a 
great success and their brilliancy canuot be 
exaggerated. 

News of October 31st, 

Niw York. — The Times has the following 
from MorriB Islaid the 27th . Three new 
heavy guns havo been turned upon tho city 
and each has thrown two shells containing 
Greek (re into the very heart of that place. 
Other guns are to open on the city this after- 
noon. It was not intended nt first to make 
a commencement of such vigorous opera- 
tions, but circumstances changed the pro- 
gramme entirely. Our butteries wcro also 
nt work on Johnson, Sumter and Moultrie. 
The enemy has replied vigorously. To-day 
they hove evidently been taken with sur- 
prise, so far as tho shelling ol Charleston is 
concerned, although they have had nulhYieal 
warning. Two M.onilurs are off Sullivan's 
Island, and it is understood that they will 
engage thu rebel works this afternoon. Tho 
Ironsides shows ao disposition to participate. 

The Htrald's Washington special says : It 
has been determined by the President, not to 
toka any official notice of the French invas- 
ion of Mexico until our own domestic affairs 
shall have been adjusted. 

A letter from Gen. Hacks' headquarters at 
Vermillion, of the 13th, says Gen. Dick 'i ny- 
lor was at Opelousai with 10,000 men, mostly 
cavalry. Smith was nt Shreveport, wi th the 
same number ot men. The oorrespontent 
says; In my noxt I will expect to give you 
an account of » hard fought battle. 

News of November jBt 

Another expedition composed of veteran 
troops is being fitted out, the destination and 
course of which are unknown, but it is sup- 
posed to be bound to some point on the Texas 
coast. Brownsville is thought to be the 
point, wheuce it will depart as the onward 
maroh of the main column many decide. The 
best part of the corps d'Afriquo acoom panics 
the expedilioo. 

Washington, November 1.— Tho intelli- 
gence from the front to-night is unimportant. 
There has been no skirmishing or artillery 
fighting the last tbreo days. Ttio army has 
slightly changed its position for the purpose 
of better protection of the line of supplies. 
Trains uow run to Wnrrentoti, and on Mon- 
day it is thought practicable to make the 
place a depot of supplies, or within three or 
lonr daps. 

News toXovember 2d. 

Washington, November 2.— The following 
has been received from Headquarters of the 
Army of the Chattanooga, the 27th : In the 
fight last night (he enemy attacked Gen. 
Geary's division, poster} at >yauhatchio, oil 
three sides, and broke his camp at one point, 
but were drives back in a most gallant style 
by part of his force, the remainder being 
held in reserve. Ho ward's corps whilo maroh- 
ing to Geary's relief,|wr.e attacked on the 
Sank, the enemy occupying in force tu com- 
manding bills on the left of the road. He 
immediately throw forward two of his regi- 
ments and took both at the point of |ho bay- 
onot, driving tho enemy from bit breastwork 
and across Lookout Creek. In this brilliant 
euccesa of iheir old adversary, tho conduct 
the officers and men of the Eleventh and 
Twelfth Army Corns js entitled to the high- 
cat prajio. . , . . 



Cincinnati, November 2. — Au extraordi- 
nary case of treason recontly came to light, 
implicating several persons in this city, Col- 
umbus, Covington and Newport, in the con- 
epiracy to release the rebel prisoners at Camp 
Chase and overthrow the State Goverement. 
The conspiracy was brought to light by the 
United Slates detectives, who were supposed 
by parties implicuted to be spies from the 
rebel army, and were treated with fall confi- 
dence. Tho plot, as described to the deteo- 
tives, was that an attack was to be made on 
Cape Chase to release the prisoners confined 
there, numbering 3,500: seize the arsenal at 
Columbus, ti.ke possession of the Peniten- 
tiary, release John Morgan anil the other 
officers confined there, and then there was to 
be commenced a rebel campaign in Ohio. II. 
S. Marshal Land and Provost-Marshal Reiney 
have arrested the following persons impli- 
cated in the plot: Charles W. Cathoart, of 
Columbus, formerly School Commissioner of 
Ohio; J. 1). Crasssp, of Columbus, formerly 
sutler of the 18th Regulars, who were to lead 
the attack on Camp Chase; James D. Falton, 
of Covington, regular ageut of the rebel 
government, who Irecjuently furnished money 
to the detectives under the impression that 
they were spies, and nccording to agreement 
met Cathcart and others at Cump Chase and 
assisted to mature tho plan of nttuok ; 
three residing at Cincinnati and Covingtono 
were arreetod. Information was obtained 
that an organation exists in Illinois, waiting 
for nn outbteuk in Ohio, to produce similar 
results in that State. Olhor particulars were 
Known to the authorities, but have not yet 
been made public. 

Washington, November 2. — A spooial 
agent ol the Treasury Department has ar- 
rivod here oh business connected with the 
late discovery of frauds, made iD tho follow- 
ing munner ; For months past the sales of 
prise vessels elicited the important fuot that 
the goods on board intended to run the 
blockade were manufactured chiefly in Now 
York. This circumstance, with others, wae 
deemed conclusive proof that vessels left that 
port evidently designed foi the rebels. It it 
ata'ad that from ten to twelve vessels left 
that port every week with thisobject in view. 
In order not to daatroj the trade belween 
British colonial ports and New York, bonds 
arcjrcceivod at)tho Customhouse that th egoods 
exported will he used and consumed exclu- 
sively at their destination. One official who 
has been suspected nt the Cualom-honsa is so 
cusad of having roooivod bogus nnd worth- 
less bonds for that purposo, and of haviug re- 
ceived large sums from those interested to do 
so. By this means false entries and lying 
clearances have been mode. It was under- 
stood that New York was to be made tho 
grout mnrkot for supplying the South with 
ull articles they needed, not only for susten- 
ance, but to carry on and protraot the rebel- 
lion. 

Fortbbss Monroe. Nov. 2.— She Rich- 
mond Whig has the following despatch :— 
Charleston, October 30.— The bombardment 
of Sumpterjto-day was as heavy aS has ever 
taken place. From sundown on Wednes- 
day to sundown on Thursday, 1,250 ebot 
were lired from 15-inoh mortars and 300- 
pounder Durrotts, against the foit. Our loss 
was 7. 

This evening the enemy opened fire from a 
battery at Cuminiug s Point, on the northeast 
angle of the fort, whioh seems to be the 
special object of their attentions. The ene- 
mies batteries engaged were those ol Gregg's 
Wagner's, and Centre Battery and Cum- 
ming's Point battery, with the addition of 
three Monitors. Tho bombardment of Sum- 
tor still goes on, but the fire is much slack- 
ened, Our batteries fire slowly and deliber- 
ately, Tho enemy at present paye uo atten- 
tion to them.

The Times despatch says a refugeo from 
Richmond brings intelligence that at Man- 
ohastor, near Richntqnd, on James River, ■ 
gunboat clad with three thicknesses of 2- 
inch iron, is within six weeks of completion; 
that at Riekett's at Iho foot of Main street, 
two other iron clads are on the itooks ; that 
henco their security is so complete. Large 
iron works (private property) are in process 
of construction by a man named Bradley in 
Manchester, and petmanent improvements 
havo been made on the Ttedegat worke and 
the bridges.

lo Wagner, but unlike thut work, secure 
from approach by sap or parallel. The pres- 
ent purpose ef Gen. Gilmore, it is believed, is 
to prevent tho consummation of Beaure- 
gard's plans, and in necessity to level tha 
faunilationH of Sumter to the water's edge. 
Moultrie end Johnson have so far directed 
their shots against battery Gregg, but tha 
accuracy of thqir fire is entirely destroyed 
by tho guns whioh we have trained upon 
them. On Tuesday five of our hoavy rifled 
guns between Gr^gg and Wagner, were di- 
rected at tho spire of St. Nicholas's Church 
in Charleston, and at least threo shells explo- 
ded in the city. Whether they were euceesi- 
ful in accomplishing any damage is na yet 
unknown. Tho general belief is that our 
batteries will succeed in utterly destroying 
Sumter, and driving the rebel soldiers from 
its diminished garrison. Deserters from tho 
enemy now acknowledge a fear among the 
rebel soldiery that we will yet get into tho 
city. Those who closely watched F'ort 
Sumter on Monday morning, say a steamer 
took from it to the city a large number or 
troops immediately after our bntleries opened 
upon it. 

Philadelphia, Not. 4.— A Chattaeooga 
despatch to the Republican, says : In tho 
recent fight with Hooker's force the reoels 
were severely punished, and did not resume 
the fight. Hooker, after the fight, strongly 
entrenched himself all ulnng his lines. Gen- 
erals Grayt and Thomas were with him on 
Thursday, nnd considered him salo. A rebel 
battery on Lookout Mountain played on him 
all dav, without doing any harm.

Chicago, November the G. — The follow- 
ing is given in regard to the attack on Pine 
Bluff, Ark., October 25th . The rebels under 
Marmaduko attempted to surprise the gar- 
rison at that place, of which Col. Clayton wns 
iu command. Having about an hours notice 
of their approach, tho Federals seized a suf- 
ficient quantity of cotton to barricade the 
streets in the vicinity of the Court fjouso. 
Having 11 cannon they planted them in such 
s position us lo rake the streets leading lo 
the centre of the oity. His forco was less than 
700 cavalry and no iufantry. At 9 o'clock 
tho rebels made a simultaneous attack from 
tho south, east and southwest on the oity and 
oommcneod throwing shell into the o ty with- 
out giviug time for non-combatants to leave. 
There was great excitement among Ihe 
womon and children, who wero removed 
under the banks of tho river, whore they 
vyere exposed through the oold and dreary 
day until the battle was over, whioh was 
about 5 o'clock in tho orening. Early in the 
forenoon, Marmaduka sent a flag of truce, 
demanding a surrender, which was rofused. 
Within 10 rainates after the refusal, the art- 
illery opened from evory direction on the 
ootton breastworks. This was rapidly replied 
to by ours. At 10 o'clock Marmaduko ordered 
a general charge, upon threo sides. Clayton 
then ceased firing until the rebels were 
within 100 foot, when he opened with grape 
and canister, causing great havoc among the 
rebels, who were completely repulsed, aad a 
large number of them killed and wounded. 
At noon another charge was made with the 
same result. Ihe firing then peaaed fop n 
while. A third charge was made in the ev- 
ening with no better fortune, Col, Clayton 
had taken the precaution early in tho morn- 
ing to bring within his cotton fort same 150 
horses, nnd stabled then in a warehouso near 
by. Shortly before dark tha Colonel determ- 
ined to charge on the enemy. A few cotton 
b;»le« were retnoyad and )t>0 cayalry started 
lor thn enoiny, i^ho wofe 1,000 feet distant. 
Tills caused considerable confusion among 
the rebels, many of whom wero eiigaged in

Cai'e R»ck, October 27. — The following is 
additional by the Canada : 

Tho English Cabinet has postponed its de- 
cision regarding the recognition of the Poles 
as belligerents. 

Tha troubles in India attracted consider 
ablo attention. It is staled that Punjuab had 
been invadod by 7000 men, headed by tho 
sons of Dost Mahommed, who were though 
lo be only the vanguard ol a large force.

The war in New Zealand i3 termed a war 
of races, and ene:getic measures aro being 
taken by the troops und colonists lor a do 
enive victory over the natives. All the 
troops at Australia have gone over to New 
Zealand, and volunteers wero soon to follow. 

Nupoleon was to receive tho Mexican de- 
putation on the 27th. 

Russia had commenced detaching c rtain 
parts of Poland from Poland. A Russian 
Imperial decree detaches the government oi 
Augustan and district of Loranza from Po- 
land, and incorporates them into the Russian 
Empire. It is also said thai Russia has uoti 
lied Ihe Porto that any recognition of the 
Poles as belligerents would bo looked upon 
as a declaration of war.

Cape RaCI, October 2D— The steamer Ger- 
muuin, with dates from Southampton to tho

From Ban Domingo. 

New York, Nov. 1 — The brig Santiago, 
from Porl nu Platte, the 8th ult., has arrived. 
Wo have reliable advices by this arrival that 
after the destruction of the lown of Santiago 
dc Cebelle, the Spanish garrison with 2,000 
reinforcements retreated to Port au Platte. 
The insurgonls so harmssed them on their 
march as to cause a loss to the Spaniards of 
from 1,000 to 1.200 killed and wounded. 
Fresh arrivals 'of troops Bwelled their number 
to 4.000. These were confined to the town 
by the efforts of the insurgents, numbering 
not over 1,000 — the Spaniards not making a 
singlo effort to drive off their assailants. 
This continued until the 2d, when the Span- 
iards retreated to Ihe forts, and the town was 
given up to pillage, und nearly all the houses 
aud stores were plundered, nnd such eontenls 
us could not bo removed were destroyed. 

The following is additional sews by the 
SantaigO: On the 4th of October the Span- 
ish garrison was reduced to 1,500 by tha de- 
parture of the greater part from San Do- 
mingo. Tho same day 600 Spaniards sallied 
out from the port, and after a severe fifht 
drove the Dominicans from the lowu. The 
Spaniards were assisted by the guns of the 
fort, which sal fire to the lown. The fira 
continued lill the departure of Ihe Santiago, 
destroying amongst other valuable stores, 
those of a considerable body ol foreigu mer- 
chants. In fact the whole town, except tho 
Wesleyaii Mission Llorise and a tow of small 
buildings, was burned, nnd it was believed 
that the rest ol the town would be destroyed. 
Tho lose by the l«o fires nt Santiago end 
Port au Platte, will reach 5,000,000. The 
whola population ol the latter place hud tied 
to foreign countries, and thousands hud none 
to the neighboring isluud. Some of tho prin- 
eipal merchants wero leaving for the United 
States. None saved uughl but their lives. 
Another account, from tie Turk's Island 
Standard snys : In the battle the Spaniards 
wero badly beaten, and driven back to ttie 
fort with the loss of 450 man, A brisk firo 
from lha fort compelled the Dominicans to 
leave tho town. But few American or Brit- 
ish official residences remain. The Catholic 
churches weie among the houses burned. 
The Spanish soldiers were seen going about 
with firebrands iu their ban s when Iho light 
was progressing. Report said lhat the Span- 
iards would soon evacuate the lort, as they 
cannot retain it against the Dominicans who 
number -1,000 in the neighborhood. Report 
also says that tho whole south fide of the 
island is in actual rebellion, nnd thai tho 
Dominicans, who are reporled lo have joined 
Santa Anna, had deserted him. Tho Amer- 
ican, British and other Consuls had an ived 
at Grand Turk Island.
